Copra, dried coconut meat—and , 


Armored Units 


haltered By 
Plucky Yanks 


Washington, Jan. 13 (AP)—American .and Filipino Artil- 


lery batteries have "proved definitely, superior" to the Japa- 
nese, the War department said today in announcing that 
columns of enemy tanks, other armored units and Infantry 
had been "shattered and dispersed" in a 24-hour battle. 


Eleven hostile batteries have been silenced in the con- 


tinuous artillery duel, reports from General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur said, and Japanese batteries have been forced to fall 
back from their earlier positions. 


The War department said American and Philippine bat- 


teries, "proved definitely superior" and columns of enemy 
tanks, other armored units and large heavy Infantry forc.es 
had been "shattered and dispersed" by the relentless shelling 
from the defenders. Losses to the American-Filipino forces, 
as they staunchly defend the Batan peninsula west of Manila 
bay, were called "relatively slight." 


Japanese dive bombers supported the enemy artillery fire, 


the morning communique said, but there were no enemy 
bombing attacks on the fortifications at the southern tip of 
Batan or Corregidor island, the guardian of Manila bay.

Armored Units

Washington, Jan. 13 (AP)— American and Filipino Artil­ 
lery batteries have “proved definitely, superior” to the Japa­ 
nese, the War department said today in announcing that 
columns of enemy tanks, other armored units and Infantry 
had been “shattered and dispersed” in a 24-hour battle. 
Eleven hostile batteries have been silenced in the con­ 
tinuous artillery duel, reports from General Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur said, and Japanese batteries have been forced to fall 
back from their earlier positions. 
The War department said American and Philippine bat­ 
teries, “proved definitely superior” and columns of enemy 
tanks, other armored units and large heavy Infantry forqes 
had been “shattered and dispersed” by the relentless shelling 
from the defenders. Losses to the American-Filipino forces, 
as they staunchly defend the Batan peninsula west of Manila 
bay, were called “relatively slight.” 
Japanese dive bombers supported the enemy artillery fire, 
I the morning communique said, but there were no enemy 
bombing attacks on the fortifications at the southern tip of 
Batan or Oorregidor island, the guardian of Manila bay.

Harrlsburg, Jan. 13 (AP)~The 


State Game Commission sess little 
need for a closed deer season this 
year. 


Sportsmen of Loraln borough, 


Cambria county, suggested that the 
herd was practically wiped out by 
the 1940 special season, when 145,500 
antlerless deer and 41,000 bucks 
were killed, and proposed a closed 
year. 


Seth Gordon, executive director of 


the commission, said the group's 
petition would be acted upon at the 
proper time, if It is presented to 
the commission, but added "I see 
nothing to worry about now." 


Enough breeding animals axe left 


and if given a chance will build 
up the herd sufficiently. There may 
be some localities where there is 
a shortage but deer drift around a 
good deal according to the food 
supply. 


"If there is a lower herd it will 


give the forage a chance to pick 
up," Gordon said. "However, re- 
ports show enough deer for seed 
stock in all territory and things in 
time will balance themselves up." 


The kill in the 1941 season, when 


antlered prey only was legal, is not 
fully reported yet, but is estimated 
at 15,000 to 18,000. 
was attributed to 
favorable weather, inability of many 
sportsmen to get away from defense 
jobs, and absence of many nimrods 
in military service. 


The 1939 kill was 49,000 bucks, 


and in four open counties 14,500 
antlerless deer were taken. In 1938 
bucks were banned and 171,000 ant- 
lerless deer were taken. The 1937 
buck kill was 39,000.

When the al- 
falfa thins out due to disease or 
old age, Ladino clover is seeded early 
in the spring along with some or- 
chard grass and tall fescue, together 
with a liberal application of a phos- 
phate-potash fertilizer. This keeps 
the field in a good legume sod for 
several more years without plowing.

will carry two to three times the 
amount of livestock per acre as or- 
dinary white clover. Cows leave 
alfalfa and graze Ladino clover by ! 
preference. In Pennsylvania we do j 
not recommend that Ladino clover 
replace any legume we are now using 
— rather it is to be considered as an 
addition to our standard seed mix- 
ture now in use. One pound of seed 
to the acre, added to any regular 
hay or pasture mixture, is enough 
in most cases. It is sown at the same 
time any other legume is sown. No 
inoculation is needed, says Hart- 
man. 


Ladino clover is a big producer 


and a heavy feeder. It is a good crop 
for good land. It responds well to 
phosphorus and potash 
fertilizer. 


and late fall dressings of manure. 
Well treated, it will persist for years- 
It prefers heavy wet soils to sandy 
or dry soils. It is a good crop for 
a "spouty" piece of land.

JAPS PUSHING

Singapore, Jan. 13 (AP—Japanese 


bombers battered savagely today at 
British, troops attempting to hold 
a new line of defense only 150 miles 
aorth of Singapore after abandon- 
ing Kuala Lumpur in a retreat 
which dispatches from the front 
said was executed in orderly fashion 
and with comparatively few casual- 
ties. 


The air assault apparently was 


designed to prepare the way for a 
resumption of the overland offen- 
sive in which the Japanese have 
advanced some 300 miles from, the 
Thailand border since they began 
their invasion Dec. 8. 


Abandonment of Kuala Lumpur, 


important rubber center and capital 
of the federated Malay states, was 
confirmed by the British last night. 


Destroy Everything 


Before retreating, British troops 


were said to have destroyed every- 
thing of value which they could not 
remove from Kuala Lumpur. 


(Some sections of the London 


press, however, alleged that the 
British forces had been only half- 
hearted in carrying out the scorched 
earth policy in Malaya and sharply 
criticized leaders held responsible.) 


Singapore was attacked repeat- 


edly from the ah- yesterday. 
An 


official statement declared that 125 
Japanese planes in three separate 
waves took part in the attacks, but 
described damage as insignificant. 
At least six of the raiders were re- 
ported destroyed.
